REPORT. 


In  presenting  the  Thirty-fourth  Annual  Report,  the  Committee 
feel  confident  that  it  will  be  found  to  contain  satisfactory  evidence 
of  activity  in  a  variety  of  movements  intended  to  promote  the  cause 
of  sanitation  in  the  district.  In  matters  relating  to  legislative  enact¬ 
ments  and  the  advancement  of  education  in  sanitary  science,  efforts 
have  been  made  to  influence  the  respective  authorities  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  aims  of  the  Association,  and  upon  all  occasions  the 
opinions  of  the  Committee  received  full  consideration. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  attention  of  the  Committee  Dcangers  of 

Mesmerism. 

was  directed  to  the  subject  of  “  Mesmerism  ”  in  relation  to  the 
public  health,  in  consequence  of  the  sensational  form  of  certain 
entertainments  given  in  Manchester.  From  information  which 
reached  the  Committee  it  was  thought  advisable  to  publish  a  letter 
of  “  Caution,”  a  copy  of  which  appears  in  the  Appendix  (A). 

In  view  of  the  proposed  legislation  affecting  the  medical  profession,  Qualification 
the  Committee  had  under  consideration  the  wisdom  of  securing  officeTfUMedicai 
the  insertion  of  provisions  for  the  good  of  the  public  health  Health, 
service.  Memorials,  of  which  copies  are  given  in  Appendix  (B),  Registration  of 

diplomas  in 

were  prepared  and  sent  to  the  Local  Government  Board  and  Public.  Health. 

General  Medical  Council  respectively.  A  deputation  from 

the  Association,  which  the  local  Members  of  Parliament  were 

invited  to  join,  subsequently  waited  upon  the  President 

of  the  Local  Government  Board  to  support  the  memorial.  The 

thanks  of  the  Association  are  due  to  Sir  H.  E.  Roscoe,  M.P.,  and 

Mr.  F.  S.  Powell,  M.P.,  for  their  assistance  on  that  occasion.  The 

Committee  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  that  the  measure,  when 

passed  into  law,  provided  for  the  registration  of  diplomas  in  State 

Medicine.  The  other  reforms  urged  may,  perhaps,  be  more 

effectually  promoted  in  a  measure  dealing  with  the  question  of 

Local  Government  Reform,  and  the  Committee  intend  to  devote 

special  attention  to  this  projected  legislation  with  a  view  to  secure 

enactments  which  they  consider  desirable.

The  need  of  a  tract  on  Sanitary  Law  having  been  suggested 
by  the  Reverend  C.  Y.  Gorton,  a  Sub-Committee  was  appointed 
in  1885,  to  prepare  one  furnishing  instructions  as  to  the  proper 
means  of  redress,  and  the  authority  responsible,  for  various 
nuisances,  &c.  It  was  felt  that  ignorance  of  these  methods, 
and  of  official  duty  in  certain  emergencies,  was  accountable 
for  the  toleration  of  many  conditions  injurious  to  health,  es¬ 
pecially  in  country  districts.  It  is  hoped  that  the  publication  of 
this  tract  by  the  Association  will  be  attended  with  considerable 
advantage  to  the  public.  For  copy  see  Appendix  (C). 

It  was  mentioned  in  the  last  report  that  as  a  result  of  the  action 
of  the  Association,  the  Manchester  School  Board  had  consented  to 
allow  certain  School  Playgrounds  to  be  used  after  school  hours 
by  the  children  of  the  neighbourhood,  subject  to  the  Watch  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Corporation  complying  with  certain  conditions. 
Objections  were  raised  by  the  latter  body  to  one  of  these  conditions, 
and  the  intervention  of  the  Association  was  again  needed  to  arrange 
the  matter  successfully.  The  Association  having  been  invited  to 
suggest  regulations  for  the  management  of  the  grounds  whilst 
used  as  Public  Playgrounds,  consented,  and  supplied  copies  to  both 
the  School  Board  and  the  Watch  Committee. 

The  Memorial  to  the  City  Council  respecting  the  Manchester 
Building  Bye-laws,  printed  in  the  last  report,  having,  like  all 
previous  representations  on  this  important  subject,  failed  to 
secure  attention,  a  letter  was  addressed  to  the  Council  in 
May  last,  asking  whether  the  Committee  to  which  it  had 
been  referred  had  taken  any  action  in  the  matter.  Only  a 
formal  acknowledgment  of  this  communication  has  been  received. 
After  further  consideration  it  was  resolved  that  a  collective  meeting 
of  the  Association,  the  Society  of  Architects,  and  the  Statistical 
Society  should  be  held  to  discuss  the  question. 

A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  the  desirability  of  concerted  action  with  the  North- 
Western  Association  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  communica¬ 
ting  to  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  information  resulting  from 
the  Cholera  Conference  held  last  year,  and  urging  such  authorities 
to  take  precautionary  measures.  Arrangements  were  made  for 
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holding  the  joint  meeting  as  soon  as  there  appeared  pressing  need. 

A  Sub-Committee  has  been  appointed  to  co-operate  with  the 
Manchester  Committee  for  the  reception  of  the  British  Association, 
and  to  arrange  for  Papers  on  Public  Health  subjects. 

Representatives  of  the  Association  have  by  invitation  joined 
the  Reception  Committee. 

From  information  received  the  Committee  were  led  to  under¬ 
stand  that  the  transfer  of  the  duty  of  inspecting  Bakehouses,  from 
the  Factory  Inspectors  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  had  not 
resulted  in  any  improvement  in  Manchester  and  Salford.  Com¬ 
munications  to  this  effect  were  accordingly  addressed  to  the 
respective  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  Dr.  Tatham  has  assured 
the  Committee  that,  as  far  as  Salford  is  concerned,  special  atten¬ 
tion  is  about  to  be  given  to  this  work. 

The  Series  of  Health  Lectures  for  the  Session  1886-87  has  been

A  deputation  from  the  Association  attended  a  district  Co-operative 
Conference  at  Dukinfield,  in  the  autumn,  and  invited  support 
from  the  local  Co-operative  Societies  in  all  such  work  of  an 
Educational  character  as  might  provide  opportunity  for  joint 
action,  and  promote  reforms  in  which  both  the  Sanitary  Association 
and  Co-operative  Societies  are  interested.  The  deputation  was 
very  cordially  received,  and  the  following  resolution  was  passed  : — 

“  That  this  Conference  having  heard  from  the  deputation  the 
objects  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Association,  and 
also  some  of  the  useful  work  it  has  already  accomplished, 
recommends  the  societies  to  give  it  their  support  by  providing 
halls  and  audiences  for  its  lectures,  distributing  its  literature 
voting  subscriptions,  and  forwarding  its  objects  in  every  other  way 
possible.  ” 

The  Committee  regret  that  the  Co-operative  societies — having 
made  arrangements  for  their  winter’s  programme — were  unable  to 
carry  this  resolution  into  effect  to  any  considerable  extent,  but  their 
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acknowledgments  are  due  to  the  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society, 

Limited,  for  a  donation  of  £5  to  the  Manchester  and  Salford 
Equitable  Co-operative  Society,  Limited,  for  granting  the  use  of 
their  hall  in  Downing  Street  for  the  series  of  eight  lectures  on  the 
“  Origin  of  Disease,”  and  to  the  Educational  Committee  of  that 
Society  for  making  all  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  lectures. 

The  Committee  hope  that  next  year  a  greater  number  of  societies 
will  co-operate  writh  the  Association,  and  by  means  of  their 
admirable  organisation,  render  powerful  assistance  in  extending  a 
knowledge  of  the  laws  of  health. 

A  memorial  on  the  subject  of  Anthrax  in  Cattle  was  addressed  Hattie*1*  m 
to  the  Privy  Council.  The  reply  received  stated  that  a  pro¬ 
visional  order  had  been  issued,  wThich  embodied  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee. 

The  Plumbers’  Company,  of  London,  having  determined  to  improved 
extend  their  system  of  registering  plumbers  to  the  provinces,  the  Plumbmg' 
Committee  passed  a  resolution  expressing  their  willingness  to 
assist  them  in  introducing  the  scheme  into  Manchester. 

The  reports  of  the  Manchester  Health  Committee,  unlike  those  Health 

Committee’s 

of  most  other  towns,  are  issued  only  biennially.  The  Committee  Reports, 
of  the  Association  have  determined  to  memorialise  for  their 
annual  publication. 

The  Committee  have  been  engaged  in  enquiring  how  far  the  inspection  of 

Dairies. 

powers  conferred  by  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act  are 
exercised  by  the  Corporations  of  Manchester  and  Salford. 

The  courteous  attention  to  all  matters  relating  to  the  association  Miscellaneous, 
given  by  the  Manchester  press,  and  the  able  service  rendered  to 
the  cause  of  public  health  by  Mr.  Scott,  in  the  Health  Journal , 
demand  full  acknowdedgment.  Through  these  public  mediums 
the  various  operations  of  the  Committee,  which  would  otherwise 
be  overlooked,  and  their  valuable  influence  diminished,  are 
made  known. 

The  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  following 
questions  :  Uncertified  Deaths,  The  Sale  of  Patent  Medicines  and 
the  Sanitary  Registration  of  Buildings  Bill,  but  the  action  taken 
upon  them  will  appear  in  the  next  report.

has,  in  succession  to  both  his  predecessors,  accepted  the  office  of 
President  of  the  Association. 

The  Committee  regret  the  loss  of  Dr.  Samelson  as  a  colleague, 
he  having  resigned  after  many  years  of  useful  labour  in  the  work  of 
the  Association. 

The  funds  of  the  Association  having  through  deaths,  &c., 
become  reduced  considerably  below  the  amount  necessary  for 
meeting  current  expenses,  an  effort  was  made  by  some  members 
of  the  Committee  to  obtain  new  subscribers.  This  work,  however 
is  a  great  tax  on  individual  members,  and  the  Committee  appeal 
strongly  to  the  public  to  return  them  adequate  pecuniary  support 
to  carry  on  and  extend  the  useful  public  work  within  their  power 
to  perform.  The  deficit  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  <£36  18s.  5d. 
The  total  income  from  annual  subscriptions  was  only  £156,  and 
from  all  sources  £168. 

The  Sanitary  Institute  of  Great  Britain  intends  holding  its 

Annual  Conference  at  Bolton  during  the  year  1887.  It  is  hoped 

that  the  visit  of  many  distinguished  sanitarians  to  the  meeting 

will  lead  to  increased  public  interest  in  the  work  of  this  Association, 

which  is  the  oldest  Health  Society  in  the  kingdom. 

The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  gratification  at  the 

delivery  in  Manchester,  for  the  first  time,  of  the  Lectures  on 

Health  provided  by  the  Coombe  Trust.  Dr.  Stirling,  Brackenbury 

Professor  of  Physiology  at  the  Owens  College,  and  a  Vice  President 

of  the  Association,  is  the  lecturer.

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APPENDIX. 


A— DANGERS  OF  MESMERISM  :  CAUTION. 

Exhibitions  of  the  phenomena  of  mesmerism  have  become  very  frequent  of  late,  and 
many  people  have  been  trying  experiments  in  private  with  reference  to  the  same 
matter.  It  appears  to  the  Committee  of  the  Sanitary  Association  very  important 
that  public  attention  should  be  called  to  the  dangers  arising  out  of  such  tampering 
with  the  highly-organised  and  sensitive  nervous  system  of  many  people.  It  is  possible 
that  in  some  cases  trickery  may  be  made  subservient  in  some  of  the  exhibitions  in 
question  ;  but  without  entering  into  the  difficult  and  still  obscure  physiology  of  the 
mesmeric  state,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  point  out  that  in  this  condition,  when  really 
attained,  the  will  of  the  subject  is  for  the  time  in  abeyance,  and  his  actions  and  even 
his  sensations  and  ideas  are  entirely  under  the  control  of  the  person  operating.  By 
frequent  repetitions  of  the  operation  the  submission  to  this  influence  becomes  more 
facile  and  its  action  is  intensified.  Moreover,  there  appears  to  be  developed  a  liking 
for  the  mesmerised  state,  so  that  the  subjects  present  themselves  willingly  for 
experiment,  and  it  becomes  quite  easy  for  persons,  in  no  way  connected  with  the  first 
operator,  to  throw  these  persons  into  a  condition  such  that  they  are  entirely  under 
their  power,  in  which  they  cannot  resist  any  indignity,  and  can  be  made  to  commit 
any  act,  however  outrageous,  at  the  command  of  almost  any  person  who  may  choose 
to  assert  imperiously  such  power. 

It  will  readily  be  seen  how  dangerous  is  such  a  condition,  not  only  to  the  subjects 
themselves,  but  also  to  the  public  at  large.  Women  especially,  for  their  own  sakes, 
should  be  warned  never  to  permit  themselves  to  be  placed  in  danger  of  submitting 
their  will  to  this  paralysing  influence,  seeing  that  they  may  become  the  slaves  not 
only  of  the  first  operator  but  of  other  less  scrupulous  persons. 

Men  also  should  remember  that  they  may  become  unconscious  instruments  of 
designing  persons,  and  that  they  may  be  made  to  perpetrate  even  crimes  whilst  in  a 
state  of  partial  unconsciousness. 


B— QUALIFICATION  AND  TENURE  OF  OFFICE  OF  MEDICAL  OFFICERS 

OF  HEALTH. 

To  the  Right  Honourable  the  President  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Association 
Respectfully  sheweth — 

1.  That  your  memorialists  are  a  voluntary  association  which,  for  the  last  34  years, 
has  endeavoured  to  devise  means  for  the  improvement  of  the  health  of  the  people, 
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and  to  assist  the  constituted  authorities  in  their  official  duties  under  the  various 
Sanitary  Acts. 

2.  That  the  returns  of  the  Registrar-General  conclusively  prove  that  since  the 
passing  of  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1875  considerable  improvement  has  been  effected 
n  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  country,  an  improvement  which  your 
memorialists  believe  to  be  largely  attributable  to  those  who,  as  Local  Officers  of 
Health,  have,  in  recent  years,  devoted  themselves  to  the  study  and  practice  of 
preventive  medicine. 

3.  That  although  it  is  obvious  that  all  future  progress  in  sanitation  must  largely 
depend  on  the  efficiency  and  zealous  co-operation  of  the  Local  Officers  of  Health, 
nevertheless  the  position  of  these  gentlemen,  especially  those  who  are  exclusively  so 
occupied,  is  notoriously  becoming  more  and  more  unsatisfactory.  Your  memorialists, 
therefore,  are  led  to  fear  that  the  recent  significant  secessions  from  important  positions 
in  the  Public  Health  Service  are  likely  to  be  repeated  in  the  case  of  many  more  of 
the  ablest  and  most  experienced  Health  Officers  in  the  country,  unless  some 
substantial  amelioration  can  be  accomplished  in  the  conditions  under  which  they  hold 
their  appointments. 

4.  That  the  chief  disabilities  under  which  Medical  Officers  of  Health  at  present 
labour  have  reference  to — 

{a)  Special  education  and  qualification. 

(b)  Relation  to  private  medical  practice. 

( c )  Fixity  of  tenure  of  office. 

(a)  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  in  a  minute  of  the  General  Board  of  Health,  dated 
so  long  ago  as  December  20th,  1855,  and  signed  by  Earl  Cowper,  the  special  duties 
and  qualifications  of  Officers  of  Health  are  detailed,  and  their  distinctions  from  those 
possessed  by  ordinary  medical  practitioners  duly  set  forth  and  emphasised.  Again, 
in  the  year  1877,  the  Joint  Committee  on  State  Medicine,  appointed  by  the  British 
Medical,  and  the  Social  Science  Association,  reported,  inter  alia,  that  all  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  should  be  debarred  from  private  practice,  and  should  be  holders  of 
special  diplomas  in  State  Medicine.  And  at  the  present  day  the  necessity  of  providing 
special  training,  with  appropriate  examinational  tests,  to  be  undergone  by  those 
purposing  to  devote  themselves  to  preventive  practice,  is  universally  admitted  by  the 
medical  profession.  More,  your  memorialists  believe  that  they  correctly  interpret  the 
general  feeling  of  practitioners  of  medicine,  in  expressing  their  conviction,  that  until 
candidates  for  important  health  appointments  are  required  by  law  (1)  to  devote 
themselves  entirely  to  the  study  and  practice  of  State  Medicine,  and  (2)  to  give 
evidence  by  examination,  not  only  of  competence,  but  of  erudition  in  Sanitary 
Science,  they  will  never  receive  that  recognition  and  support,  either  from  the 
profession  or  from  the  public,  which  it  is  essential  to  the  due  fulfilment  of  their  office 
that  they  should  possess. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  examination  and  certification  of  those  volunteering  to 
qualify  themselves  for  the  duties  of  health  appointments,  the  University  of  Cambridge, 
in  the  year  1876  (and  subsequently  other  universities  and  colleges),  instituted  examina- 
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tions  in  Sanitary  Science,  or  State  Medicine  ;  and  since  that  date  the  University  of 
Cambridge  alone  has  granted  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  such  certifi¬ 
cates,  testifying  to  the  possession  by  the  holders  of  such  knowledge  as  is  required  for 
the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(b)  With  regard  to  the  relations  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  to  general  practice, 
your  memorialists  agree  with  the  Joint  Committee  on  State  Medicine  above  referred 
to,  in  thinking  that,  except  in  the  rarest  instances,  these  officers  should  be  restricted 
from  private  practice.  As  long  as  Medical  Officers  of  Health  are  the  professional 
rivals  of  their  medical  constituents,  and  especially  where  the  latter  are  required  to 
notify  to  the  former  the  existence  of  infectious  disease  amongst  their  patients,  just  so 
long  will  it  be  impossible  for  the  Health  Officer  to  obtain  from  his  medical  brethren 
the  information  necessary  to  render  him  an  efficient  guardian  of  the  public  health. 

(c)  Your  memorialists  are  decidedly  of  opinion  that,  in  the  best  interests  of 
public  health,  it  is  essential  that  specially  qualified  Health  Officers,  at  any  rate  after  a 
short  probation,  should  hold  their  appointments  permanently,  during  good  behaviour; 
and  that  their  appointments  should  not  be  terminated  through  local  caprice,  nor  in 
any  case  without  the  sanction  of  your  honourable  Board.  It  appears  to  your 
memorialists  that  this  arrangement  would  be  nothing  more  than  simple  justice  to 
those  medical  men  who  have  given  up  the  emoluments  and  independence  of  private 
practice,  and  who,  at  the  cost  of  serious  expense  and  arduous  study,  have  specially 
qualified  themselves  for  their  position  as  official  sanitarians.  Your  honourable  Board 
will  remember  that,  in  their  recommendation  to  Parliament  on  the  tenure  of  office  by 
those  about  to  be  appointed  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  the  Royal  Sanitary  Commission 
of  1871  suggested  “that  the  amount  and  terms  of  remuneration  and  appointment  of 
all  such  officers  should  be  such  as  the  central  authority  approves ;  and  that  they 
should  not  be  appointed  or  removed ,  except  in  case  of  emergency,  without  the  sanction  of 
the  central  authority.'”  Your  memorialists  cannot  but  regret  that  this  reasonable 
suggestion  of  the  Royal  Commission  has  not  hitherto  been  acted  upon. 

With  a  view  of  inaugurating  a  much-needed  reform  in  the  Public  Health  Service, 
your  memorialists  strongly  urge  that  your  honourable  Board  should — 

1.  Either  themselves  arrange  with  the  General  Medical  Council  for  an  examination 
in  State  Medicine,  or  that  your  Board  should  accord  their  official  recognition  only  to 
such  of  the  sanitary  diplomas  at  present  granted  by  the  universities,  &c.,  as  they 
may  think  fit. 

2.  That  your  honourable  Board  should  require  sanitary  authorities  to  select  for 
any  future  vacancies  in  health  appointments  such  candidates  only  as  possess  certificates 
of  special  fitness  for  the  work  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

•3.  That  your  honourable  Board  should  endeavour  to  arrange,  at  as  early  a  date  as 
practicable,  for  the  performance  of  all  sanitary  duties  by  Medical  Officers  specially 
qualified  as  aforesaid,  and  debarred  from  the  engagements  of  ordinary  private  practice. 
And  that,  in  framing  the  constitution  of  any  future  Act  for  the  local  self-government 
of  the  country,  the  adoption  of  this  principle  should  be  kept  steadily  in  view.  Mean¬ 
while  your  memorialists  would  suggest  that  your  honourable  Board  should  avail 
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themselves  more  frequently  of  the  large  powers  they  possess  under  Section  286  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  and  compel  contiguous  authorities  in  the  same  county,  where  such 
administrative  areas  are  too  limited  to  support  a  separate  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to 
combine  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  a  suitable  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
united  district. 

4.  That  if  necessary  your  honourable  Board  should  obtain  further  powers,  giving 
them  control  over  the  appointment  and  dismissal  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  or,  at 
any  rate,  of  those  who  have  devoted  themselves  exclusively  to  the  profession  of  State 
Medicine.

The  Memorial  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Association 
Respectfully  sheweth — 

1.  That  your  memorialists  are  a  voluntary  Association  which,  for  the  last  34  years, 
has  endeavoured  to  promote  the  study  and  practice  of  preventive  medicine,  and  to 
devise  means  for  the  improvement  of  the  public  health. 

(2)  That  your  memorialists  view  with  great  concern  the  present  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  the  public  health  service,  more  especially  in  respect  of  existing  need  of 
provision  for  the  special  education  and  qualification  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

(3)  That  in  the  Report  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Commission  of  1871  your 
memorialists  note  that  you  yourself,  in  your  evidence  before  the  Commission,  affirmed 
the  necessity  of  special  study  and  special  qualification,  other  than  that  required  by 
ordinary  practitioners,  for  those  desiring  to  hold  the  position  of  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  ;  and  that  you  further  intimated  to  the  Commission,  that  even  at  that  early 
date  (15  years  ago)  the  General  Medical  Council  had  already  matured  a  scheme  for 
regulating  the  study  and  qualification  of  those  intending  to  adopt  the  profession  of 
State  Medicine. 

(4)  That  since  the  passing  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  of  1872  and  1875  a  large 
number  of  medical  men  have  devoted  themselves  to  the  study  and  practice  of  preventive 
medicine.  It  appears,  therefore,  to  your  memorialists,  that  the  time  has  now  arrived 
when,  in  the  interest  of  the  public  health,  some  guarantee  should  be  demanded  of 
candidates  for  future  health  appointments,  of  the  possession  of  such  special  knowledge 
as  shall  fit  them  for  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  as  the  official  guardians  of  the 
public  health. 
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5.  That  in  the  year  1876  the  University  of  Cambridge  (and  her  example  has 
subsequently  been  followed  by  other  universities  and  coi’porations)  instituted  examina¬ 
tions  in  Sanitary  Science,  and  that  since  that  date  not  less  than  125  medical  men 
have  received  certificates  after  examination  from  the  University  of  Cambridge  alone. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  pray  that,  with  the  object  of  encouraging  the  study 
of  preventive  or  State  Medicine,  and  of  affording  due  recognition  to  the  results  of 
special  examinations  in  Sanitary  Science,  the  General  Medical  Council  should  order 
the  insertion  in  the  Medical  Register,  as  additional  qualifications,  of  such  certificates 
in  Sanitary  Science  or  State  Medicine  as,  on  inquiry,  the  Council  may  deem  worthy 
of  such  recognition.

(6)  Any  factory,  workshop,  or  workplace,  not  kept  in  a  cleanly  state,  or  not 

sufficiently  ventilated,  or  so  overcrowded  as  to  be  dangerous  or 
injurious  to  the  health  of  those  employed  therein. 

(7)  Any  fireplace  or  furnace  used  in  manufacturing  or  trade  processes,  which 

does  not,  so  far  as  practicable,  consume  the  smoke  arising  from  the 
combustible  used  therein.  Any  chimney  (not  being  the  chimney 
of  a  private  dwelling-house)  sending  forth  black  smoke  in  such  a 
quantity  as  to  be  a  nuisance. 

And  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1885  (Sec.  9),  adds  to  this  section  : — • 

A  tent,  van,  shed,  or  similar  structure  used  for  human  habitation,  in  such  a 
state  or  so  overcrowded  as  to  be  injurious  to  health. 

The  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  Sec.  92,  says  :  It;  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Local 
Authority  to  cause  to  be  made  from  time  to  time  inspection  of  their  district,  with  a 
view  to  ascertain  what  nuisances  exist  calling  for  abatement  under  the  powers  of  this 
Act,  and  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Act  in  order  to  abate  the  same  ;  also  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  any  Act  in  force  within  their  district  requiring  fireplaces  and 
furnaces  to  consume  their  own  smoke. 

The  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1885,  Sec.  7,  says  :  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  every  Local  Authority  entrusted  with  the  execution  of  laws  relating  to  public 
health  and  local  government  to  put  in  force  from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  may  arise, 
the  powers  with  which  they  are  invested,  so  as  to  secure  the  proper  sanitary  condition 
of  all  premises  within  the  area  under  the  control  of  such  authority. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  in  a  Rural  District  is  the  Board  of  Guardians. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  in  an  Urban  District  is  usually  the  Local  Board. 

Every  Sanitary  Authority  has  among  its  officers  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a 
Clerk,  and  an  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

Any  person  who  has  reason  to  complain  of  the  non-performance  of  any  of  the 
above  duties  should  address  his  complaint,  in  writing,  either  to  the  Clerk  or  to  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

Should  the  Sanitary  Authority  then  fail  to  enforce  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  which  it  is  their  duty  to  enforce,  application  may  be  made  direct  to  the  Local 
Government  Board,  Whitehall,  by  letter,  addressed  to  the  Secretary  ;  and  the  Local 
Government  Board,  if  satisfied  after  due  inquiry  that  the  Authority  has  been  guilty  of 
the  alleged  default,  shall  take  steps  to  enforce  the  performance  by  the  authority  of 

their  duty  in  the  matter  of  such  complaint.

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D—  ANTHRAX  IN  CATTLE. 

To  the  Right  Hon.  the  Lords  op  Her  Majesty’s  Privy  Council. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Committee  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Association 

Respectfully  sheweth. — That  your  memorialists  represent  a  society  that  has  been 
engaged  for  upwards  of  thirty  years  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  public  health. 

That  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  dangers  threatened  by  the  present 
state  of  the  law  relating  to  cattle  disease. 

That  whereas  in  two  separate  parts  of  the  country — i.e.,  Leicestershire  and 
Lincolnshire — outbreaks  of  splenic  fever  have  recently  occurred  amongst  cattle, 
whereby  sickness  and  loss  of  human  life  resulted,  and  seeing  that  the  carcases  of 
animals  suffering  from  such  disease  are  not  fit  for  food,  and  are  dangerous  to  the 
health  of  man,  and  that  owing  to  the  omission  of  this  disease  from  amongst  those 
enumerated  in  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act,  the  Authorities  have  not  the 
power  to  order  the  destruction  of  such  animals,  or  to  compensate  the  owners  thereof 
for  such  destruction  as  is  the  case  with  those  diseases  enumerated  in  the  said  Act. 

Your  memorialists  pray  that  steps  may  be  taken  to  amend  or  extend  such  Act, 
so  that  it  include  the  diseases  known  as  splenic  fever,  splenic  apoplexy,  or  anthrax, 
and  thus  remove  the  possibility  and  temptation  that  now  exists  to  dispose  of  such 
diseased  carcases  for  human  consumption.

RULES. 


Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Association,  for  diffusing  a 
Knowledge  and  Furthering  the  Observance  of  the  Laws  of  Health 
Among  the  Inhabitants  of  the  City  and  Borough  and  Neighbour 
hood. 


I. — Objects  of  the  Association. 

1.  To  promote  attention  to  Personal  and  Domestic  Cleanliness, 
Temperance,  and  the  Laws  of  Health  generally. 

2.  To  aid  the  constituted  authorities  in  the  promotion  of  Sanitary 
Improvement. 

II. — Means  to  be  Employed  for  these  Purposes. 

3.  Visitation  of  Districts  represented  to  the  Committee  as  requiring 
special  Sanitary  inquiry. 

4.  Familiar  and  well  illustrated  Lectures  given  in  schoolrooms  or 
elsewhere. 

5.  The  distribution  of  short  Tracts,  written  in  plain  language,  to  be 
given  or  lent  to  the  poor  by  Ministers  of  Religion,  School  Teachers, 
and  the  various  Agents  of  Societies  employed  in  District  Visiting. 

6.  The  investigation  and  discussion  of  Sanitary  questions  and  the 
publication  of  Papers. 

III. —  Government  of  the  Association. 

7.  The  Association  shall  be  under  the  government  of  a  Committee, 
consisting  of  not  less  than  twelve  members  (exclusive  of  ex  officio 
members),  a  Treasurer  and  Deputy  Treasurer,  and  one  or  more  Honorary 
Secretaries.  The  Committee  to  appoint  a  Chairman,  and  fill  up 
vacancies  arising  during  the  year.  Any  person  to  be  added  to  the 


Committee  after  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  proposed  and  seconded  by 
members  of  it,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  election  to  be 
proceeded  with  at  the  next  ensuing  meeting,  in  the  circular  convening 
which  notice  of  the  intended  election  shall  be  given. 

IV. — Members  of  the  Association. 

8.  Subscribers  of  5s.  a  year  and  upwards  and  Donors  of  <£5  and 
upwards  shall  be  Members  of  the  Association. 

V.— Meeting  of  Members. 

9.  The  Members  of  the  Association  shall  meet  annually  in  January  ; 
when  the  report  of  the  Committees  for  the  past  year  shall  be  read,  the 
Committee,  a  President,  Vice-Presidents,  and  Treasurer  elected.  The 
President,  Vice-Presidents,  and  Treasurers  to  be  ex  officio  Members  of  the 
Committee,  but  invited  to  meetings  only  after  special  resolution  ad  hoc. 
A  draft  of  the  Annual  Report  shall  be  sent  to  every  member  of  the 
Committee  three  clear  days  prior  to  their  meeting  for  the  consideration 
of  such  Report. 

10.  The  Chairman  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Association,  on 
a  requisition  stating  precisely  the  object  for  which  such  meeting  is 
called,  and  signed  by  five  members  of  the  Committee. 

11.  No  rule  shall  be  adopted  or  altered  except  at  a  meeting 
specially  called,  nor  within  fourteen  days’  previous  notice. 

VI. — The  Committee. 

12.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  1st,  Members  of  the  Medical 
Profession ;  2ndly,  Ministers  of  Religion ;  and  3rdly,  Persons  not 
belonging  to  either  Profession. 

13.  The  five  members  of  the  Committee  who  have  attended  the  least 
number  of  meetings  during  the  year  shall  annually  retire,  and  if  less 
than  twelve  remain,  others  be  elected  in  their  stead. 

15.  At  the  meetings  of  the  Committee,  three  members  shall  be  a 
quorum.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  the  senior  member  of  Com¬ 
mittee  present  shall  take  the  chair. 

15.  The  Committee  shall  fix  their  own  date  for  an  ordinary  monthly 
meeting. 

16.  At  Committee  meetings,  after  the  regular  business  is  disposed 
of,  and  on  such  other  occasions  as  the  Committee  may  appoint,  when 
the  members  of  the  Association  shall  be  invited  to  be  present,  the 
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reading  of  papers  and  practical  suggestions  on  various  sanitary  subjects 
shall  be  encouraged. 

17.  When  tracts  and  reports  are  published  by  the  Committee,  the 
responsibility  of  wording  and  contents  shall  rest  with  the  authors,  whose 
names  shall  be  appended. 

VII.  — Sub-Committees. 

18.  A  Finance  Committee  and  other  Sub-Committees  shall  be 
appointed  annually  by  the  Committee,  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the 
Association ;  the  Chairman  of  each  Sub-Committee  shall  be  required 
to  report  to  the  Committee  at  the  ordinary  meeting  in  every  month 
the  result  of  the  deliberations  of  the  Sub-Committee. 

19.  Inquiries  into  the  special  causes  of  unhealthiness  of  certain 
localities,  and  other  investigations,  shall  be  assigned  to  individual 
members  of  the  Committee,  or  to  a  Sub-Committee  appointed  for  the 
purpose. 

20.  The  reports  of  each  Sub-Committee  shall  be  drawn  up  by  their 
Chairman,  or  any  other  member  selected  by  them,  and  shall  be  presented 
with  the  least  possible  delay. 

21.  The  Chairman  and  Honorary  Secretaries  are  ex  officio  members^ 
and  are  regularly  to  be  apprised  of  the  meetings  of  all  Sub-Committees. 

VIII. — Secretary. 

22.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  and  pay  a  Secretary,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  in  regard  to  Lectures 
and  Returns,  convene  the  meetings,  take  and  insert  the  minutes, 
invoices,  inventory,  collect  the  subscriptions,  and  generally  to  act  under 
the  direction  of  the  Committee,  all  publications  authorised  by  whom 
shall  be  signed  “By  order.” 

IX. — Lectures,  Tracts,  &c. 

23.  All  Lectures  shall  be  delivered  in  plain  language,  and  illustrated, 
if  possible,  by  specimens,  models,  or  drawings. 

24.  Opportunity  for  inquiry  and  conversation  shall  be  afforded  after 
each  Lecture 

25.  Tracts  shall  not  exceed  eight  pages,  duodecimo  ;  they  shall  be 
written  in  plain  language,  and  as  much  as  possible  in  harmony  with  the 
Lectures  which  may  have  been  previous^  delivered. 

26.  Short  illustrated  placards,  containing  useful  hints,  shall,  where 
permission  can  be  obtained,  be  hung  up  in  mills,  workshops,  and 
conspicuous  places. 
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REPORT. 


Some  changes  have  occurred  since  the  Committee  issued  its  last  Report. 
We  have  to  regret  the  loss  of  two  of  our  Lady  Superintendents  owing  to 
their  leaving  Manchester — Mrs.  Dutton  and  Mrs.  W.  Brown.  Mrs. 
Dutton  was  one  of  our  oldest  members  and  most  energetic  workers,  and 
from  her  long  experience  is  much  missed  among  us.  Happily,  we  have 
succeeded  in  re-filling  these  vacancies,  and  both  districts  will  go  on  as 
formerly. 

A  fresh  experiment  has  been  tried  in  Hulme  by  a  lady  taking  a  cottage 
and  trying  what  she  could  there  personally  effect  without  any  help  from 
a  Mission  Woman.  She  placed  Sanitary  Tracts,  &c.,  in  the  window,  and 
laid  in  a  store  of  carbolic  powder  and  soap,  and  then  proceeded  to  make 
the  acquaintance  of  the  women  of  the  neighbourhood.  She  talked  with 
them  and  advised  and  helped  them  in  every  way  which  presented  itself. 

We  are  sometimes  asked,  “Do  you  really  think  you  do  any  good?  Do  you 
see  any  true  improvement?  ”  To  this  we  can  honestly  reply  that  we  do. 
In  some  districts  the  improvement  is  more  marked  than  in  others,  or 
shows  in  different  ways,  and  the  good  takes  various  forms.  In  one  of 
only  two  years’  standing  the  Lady  Superintendent  reports  that  the 
members  of  her  Mothers’  Meeting  look  like  different  women,  so  great  is 
the  change  in  their  appearance  since  they  first  joined ;  and  the  same 
improvement  is  seen  in  many  of  their  homes.  In  another,  thirty-four 
are  named  in  whom  the  improvement  is  great,  and  some  of  these  had 
been  drinkers  and  fighters.  Some  who  formerly  never  went  near  a  place 
of  worship  now  not  only  attend  a  church  regularly  but  pay  for  their 
sittings.  Were  it  not  for  too  greatly  lengthening  our  Report  we  might 
give  many  instances. 

In  one  of  our  Penny  Banks  we  have  taken  during  the  year  £160  15s.  4d. 
The  most  of  this  is  certainly  withdrawn  at  Whit-week  and  Christmas, 
but  the  mere  fact  of  laying  it  by  for  a  time  has  encouraged  thrift  and 
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foresight,  and  provided  at  those  times  needed  articles  of  clothing  and 
household  use.  Quite  large  sums  have  been  collected  for  this  purpose  in 
our  various  Blanket,  Clothing,  and  Christmas  Clubs.  In  one  district  a 
beginning  has  been  made  with  a  Trousseau  Club.  One  of  the  Mission 
Women  induced  a  young  woman  engaged  to  be  married  to  intrust  to 
her  keeping  a  small  sum  weekly.  This  money  would  otherwise  all  have 
been  spent  without  anything  to  show  for  it,  so  at  the  end  of  a  year  the 
delight  of  the  girl  was  great  when  she  was  able  to  bring  to  her  new 
home  not  only  blankets  and  sheets  and  such-like  necessaries  of  life,  but 
little  luxuries,  curtains  adorned  with  aesthetic  peacocks,  &c.  So  pleased 
was  she  with  the  result  that  she  immediately  induced  two  companions 
to  begin  and  do  likewise.  Great  must  be  the  increase  in  a  girl’s  self-respect 
who  thus  brings  her  share  to  the  common  home,  and  adds  comforts 
which  most  probably  the  young  pair  would  have  made  shift  to  do  without 
and  the  future  prospects  of  the  home  must  consequently  be  brighter 
and  surer. 

Much  good  has  been  done  by  our  Mission  Women  advising  parents 
how  to  treat  their  children  when  sick,  and  by  tending  mothers  when  ill 
themselves.  In  cases  of  infectious  disease  their  influence  has  often 
induced  parents  to  allow  their  children  to  be  taken  to  the  Fever  Hospital 
more  willingly  than  they  otherwise  would.  As  a  proof  of  what  an 
aversion  the  people  have  to  this  often  necessary  precaution,  we  may 
mention  one  case,  where,  for  fear  of  it,  no  doctor  was  called  in,  and  the 
fever  was  allowed  to  run  its  course  with  four  children  and  the  mother? 
without  medical  aid  or  guidance. 

Through  another  useful  Branch  of  our  Society  we  have  been  able  to 
send  away  nearly  350  children  for  a  three  weeks’  holiday  to  the  country, 
the  parents  contributing  £50  3s.  5d.  towards  expenses.  One  little 
cripple  boy,  who  had  to  sit  down  in  the  street  on  his  short  journey  to  the 
Central  Railway  Station,  writes  a  long  and  interesting  letter  to  his 
mother,  in  which  he  says,  “  I  am  a  great  deal  better.  I  can  walk  four 
times  as  far  as  I  could  before.  To-morrow  I  am  going  to  church. 
Dear  mother,  I  like  this  place  very  well.  There  is  plenty  of  fields.  There 
is  all  kinds  of  birds.  I  have  found  a  robin’s  nest,  and  it  has  four  young 
ones.  It  is  not  in  a  tree.  It  is  in  a  hole  in  the  hedge.  I  have  plenty  of 
friends.  Sometimes  I  go  tenting  with  the  cowes,  that  is  taking  them  a 
walk  in  the  lane.  Mrs.  G.  is  kind.  She  gives  me  anything  I  ask  for.” 
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Many  Health  Addresses  and  Cutting-Out  and  Cooking  Lessons  have 
been  given.  Some  of  the  cooking  demonstrations  have  been  given  by  Miss 
Hoyle,  in  cottages,  and  only  the  cottagers’  own  utensils  and  appliances 
used.  In  a  crowded  cottage,  and  with  the  necessary  fire,  the  young 
lady’s  task  was  rather  a  hot  one,  but  she  must  have  felt  rewarded  by 
knowing  that  her  lessons  have  borne  fruit  and  are  practised  by  her 
pupils  in  their  own  homes.  Crusts,  and  scraps  of  fat,  which  ere  while 
v/ould  have  been  thrown  away,  are  now  saved  and  made  into  wholesome 
and  pleasant  dishes.  It  is  satisfactory  to  reflect  that  the  mothers  profit 
themselves  by  the  various  teachings  at  our  meetings,  and  also  endeavour 
to  teach  them  to  their  neighbours. 

We  have  long  seen  the  importance  of  getting  hold  of  our  girls  while 
they  are  still  lively  and  impressionable,  and  before  they  sink  down  into 
the  inertness  which  often  supervenes  after  they  get  married,  apparently 
from  want  of  good  and  active  household  habits.  In  cottage  streets  too 
often  do  we  see  young  mothers  whose  idea  of  bliss  seems  to  be  sitting 
on  doorsteps  and  conversing  with  neighbours,  and  sometimes  not  even 
that  amount  of  exertion  is  going  on,  but  with  folded  arms  their  eyes  gaze 
into  vacancy.  Within  the  open  door  the  passer-by  can  see  confusion 
reigns.  If  we  could  get  our  girls  to  take  a  proper  pride  in  themselves, 
and  teach  them  how  much  they  might  do  with  their  own  hands  to  make 
their  homes  brighter,  we  should  have  fewer  sad  married  lives.  With 
the  schoolmaster  abroad  there  is  not  now  the  need  for  instruction  in  the 
three  R’s  that  there  once  was,  but  there  remains  almost  more  necessity 
for  an  innocent  and  entertaining  outlet  for  their  young  spirits  and 
energies  in  the  evenings.  In  some  districts  efforts  have  been  made  in 
this  direction,  but  only  in  an  imperfect  way,  owing  to  want  of  workers 
and  funds. 

We  cannot  close  our  Report  without  referring  to  one  of  the  greatest 
causes  of  the  evils  we  have  to  combat.  This  is  the  inducements  for 
drinking  held  out  on  every  hand,  and  the  want  of  sufficient  opportunities 
for  healthy  and  innocent  amusements.  The  public  mind  is  now 
awakening  to  the  need  of  the  latter  for  people  of  all  ages  and  both  sexes. 
But  to  us,  as  women,  the  evils  of  the  grocer’s  licences  are  especially 
apparent.  The  dream  of  their  defenders  is  very  beautiful.  The  father 
brings  home  his  beer,  which  is  shared  at  the  fireside  by  a  happy  wife, 

and  surrounded  by  a  happy  family.  No  need  now  for  him  to  go  to  a 
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public-house.  It  sounds  like  the  cotter’s  Saturday  night.  The  reality 
also  is  very  different :  the  decent  woman,  who  would  be  ashamed  to  go 
to  a  public-house,  cannot  fetch  a  little  tea  or  sugar  without  being  con¬ 
fronted  with  the  big  jug  of  beer  on  the  counter.  Neighbours  all  treat 
themselves,  why  should  not  she  ?  They  are  ready  to  encourage  her,  and, 
the  first  step  taken,  the  descent  is  easy.  By-and-by  she  may  join  a 
Women’s  Club  in  the  street,  and  they  take  it  in  turn  to  have  the  beer 
brought  to  their  houses  and  drink  it  in  company.  At  last,  shame  is  left 
behind,  the  children  are  hungry  and  cold,  the  windows  are  broken,  and 
the  rent  unpaid  ;  but  still  the  money,  from  somewhere,  is  found  for  drink. 
Why,  we  ask,  should  any  one,  because  he  pays  30s.  to  the  revenue,  have  a 
right  to  plant  one  of  these  groceries  at  every  corner,  and  so  reduce,  to  com¬ 
paratively  few,  the  shops  where  the  working  woman  may  buy  her  soap 
and  potatoes  without  this  temptation  being  thrust  on  her  ?  Surely  we 
indirectly  pay  dearly  for  this  addition  to  the  Nation’s  Income. 

Through  the  removal  and  death  of  friends  we  have  lost  many  sub¬ 
scriptions  which  we  have  endeavoured  to  meet  by  fresh  economies,  but 
from  this  cause,  and  want  of  volunteer  helpers,  our  work  suffers. 
Earnestly  would  -we  appeal  for  both,  but  particularly  for  the  latter. 
Will  the  words  of  one  of  our  Lady  Superintendents  tempt  any  to  come 
to  our  help ?  “I  can  only  say,  the  more  I  go  amongst  my  women  the 
more  benefit  I  derive  from  them  ;  the  more  I  see  of  their  daily  struggles 
and  patient  endurance,  under  very  depressing  surroundings,  the  more  I 
love  the  work  and  the  people.  ”

REPORT. 


The  Committee  of  this  Association  have  long  watched  for  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  endeavouring  to  introduce  a  much-needed  reform  in  the 
operation  of  the  laws  affecting  the  contamination  of  the  air  by  products 
liberated  in  manufacturing  processes,  and  to  some  extent  to  secure  the 
modification  of  the  laws  themselves.  But  they  have  felt  through  the 
past  year  that  the  attention  of  ministers  and  legislators  has  been  too 
fully  engrossed  by  matters  of  imperial  interest  to  leave  room  for  this 
subject  to  be  dealt  with  fully  and  fairly.  They  are,  however,  not 
without  hope  that  some  good  result  may  before  long  follow  their  efforts 
to  stimulate  the  action  of  public  representative  bodies,  which  may 
combine  the  authority  entrusted  to  them  with  a  new  interest  in  the 
repression  of  a  public  evil.  As  noted  in  last  year’s  report,  the 
Committee  have  been  enabled  to  secure  for  their  statements  a  clear 
scientific  authority,  having  had  during  the  past  year  the  advantage  of 
the  advice  of  Mr.  Charles  Estcourt,  Manchester  City  Analyst,  as 
Honorary  Consulting  Chemist,  and  of  the  services  of  Mr.  J.  Carter  Bell 
as  Consulting  Chemist.  The  valuable  reports  furnished  by  the  latter 
gentleman  have  supplied  them  with  an  array  of  facts  which  may  form 
important  evidence  when  the  proposals  for  changes  in  the  law  come 
under  official  consideration.  A  difficulty  of  frequent  occurrence  has 
again  been  encountered  in  the  case  of  large  numbers  of  persons  un¬ 
questionably  suffering  in  many  ways  from  the  tainted  character  of  the 
atmosphere  in  which  they  live,  but  whose  labour  in  the  various  works 
contributes  to  the  evil.  It  is  hardly  a  matter  of  surprise  that  such 
persons  are  reluctant  to  join  in  a  protest  against  the  methods  used  in  the 
works  from  which  they  gain  their  maintenance. 

A  carefully-arranged  statement  of  observations  made  by  the  Inspector 
of  the  Association  was  sent  to  the  Salford  Nuisance  Committee,  and  the 
Parks  Committee  was  also  communicated  with  in  reference  to  the 
condition  of  Peel  Park,  which  gives  constant  ocular  demonstration,  in 
common  with  other  planted  open  spaces,  of  the  pernicious  effects  of  acid 
vapours  upon  vegetable  life.

Arrangements  are  in  progress  for  a  combined  meeting  of  this  Associa¬ 
tion  with  that  for  the  same  objects  existing  at  Warrington,  and  it  is 
confidently  hoped  that  united  action  may  help  to  arouse  a  more  definite 
public  opinion  on  subjects  affecting  the  commercial  interests  of  many, 
and  the  general  health  and  comfort  of  all.  An  important  and  successful 
effort  in  this  direction  has  been  the  delivery  of  fully  illustrated  lectures 
on  Air  Pollution,  carefully  arranged  to  give  accurate  scientific  information 
in  a  form  intelligible  to  non-scientific  hearers.  These  lectures  have  been 
followed  with  the  keenest  interest  by  audiences  surpassing  the  most 
sanguine  hopes  of  the  Committee,  and  will  shortly  be  published.  A  list

The  Committee  feel  that,  pending  the  opportunity  for  legislative 
action,  much  may  be  done  by  steadily  impressing  upon  the  public  mind 
some  leading  facts  and  principles  which  these  lectures  have  presented 
with  absolute  clearness,  among  which  may  be  noted — the  gain  to 
chemical  and  other  manufacturers  by  the  utilisation  of  products  now 
wasted  to  the  public  injury,;  the  gain  to  traders  by  the  better  preservation 
of  their  stock  from  the  present  serious  injury ;  the  gain  to  consumers 
in  the  greater  durability  of  clothing,  Ac. ;  the  gain  to  owners  of  house 
property,  now  standing  empty  by  reason  of  offensive  surroundings  ;  the 
gain  in  health  to  the  wage-earners  by  the  possibility  of  cleanliness  and 
pure  air  in  their  small  houses  and  narrow  streets ;  the  gain  to  the  local 
residents  in  uncontaminated  open  spaces  bearing  healthy  vegetation ; 
and,  finally,  the  gain  to  the  whole  community  in  the  happier,  healthier, 
and  more  vigorous  lives  of  its  members.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1886, 

Presented  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  on  the  Ifth  February ,  1887,  in  the  Town  Hall, 
Manchester,  The  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Alderman  Curtis)  in  the  Chair. 


In  the  year  1886  the  Ancoats  Day  Nursery  has  made  a  stride  in 
advance.  Nearly  1,000  attendances  more  are  recorded  than  in  1885, 
viz.,  2,887,  against  1,947.  To  a  very  great  extent  this  advance  may 
be  due  to  the  smallness  of  the  daily  fee  now  charged,  but  it  appears  to 
be  widely  recognised  also,  among  the  people,  that  the  Nursery  has  never 
been  the  object  of  such  assiduous  care  and  attention  as  with  the  present 
Matron,  wTho  has  been  in  the  employment  of  the  Committee  since  July, 
1885.  At  present  the  Nursery  contains  16  well-appointed  cribs,  24  being 
about  the  highest  number  which  it  might  accommodate.  The  minutely- 
prescribed  dietary,  as  displayed  at  the  Nursery,  is  regularly  and  in 
all  fair  strictness  adhered  to.  A  couple  of  hours’  sleep  in  the  early 
afternoon  is  secured  to  every  child  in  the  Nursery.  An  ample  provision 
of  swings,  of  toys  and  pictures  are  the  means  of  amusing  the  little  ones 
in  their  waking  hours.  For  quite  the  space  of  a  }^ear  there  has,  com¬ 
paratively,  little  been  heard  of  sickness,  and  very  few  deaths  have 
been  reported  of  children  who  had  within  recent  date  been  under  the  care 
of  the  Nursery.  The  latter  is  open  on  working  days  from  5  o’clock 
a.m.  to  7  p.m.  Inspection  and  criticism  are  earnestly  invited.  The  daily 
charge  per  child  is  2d.  if  over  one  year  old,  and  3d.  if  under. 

This  small  fee  of  admission  necessarily  bears  but  a  very  slight 
proportion  to  the  aggregate  cost  of  each  daily  attendance.  It  may  here, 
however,  be  mentioned  that  the  Nursery,  during  its  five  years  of 
existence,  while  altogether  11,315  attendances  were  made,  has  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Committee  never  lost  one  single  daily  fee.  And  it 
appears  further  desirable  to  state  that  the  Ancoats  Day  Nursery  is  a 
Day  Nursery  pure  and  simple,  a  Day  Nursery  in  the  strict  sense  of  the 
term,  and  that  in  not  a  single  instance  among  the  11,315  has  a 
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child  ever  been  kept  there  over  night.  Again,  the  Nursery  is  anything 
hut  restricted  to  the  children  of  widows.  Among  the  386  mothers  who 
in  the  course  of  the  five  years  have  entrusted  their  children  to  the 
custody  of  the  Nursery  no  more  than  31  were  widows.  There  would 
appear  to  be  but  a  very  moderate  proportion  of  women  in  a  state  of 
widowhood  residing  in  the  large  but  poor  district  of  Ancoats.  They 
are  naturally  to  be  found  in  numbers  in  those  localities  where,  as  in 
Chorlton-upon-Medlock  and  Rusholme,  the  well-to-do  offer  them  not  only 
the  chance  of  domestic  employment,  but  of  vicarious  accommodation  and 
care  for  their  children  in  health  and  sickness  as  well,  and  where  a  moral 
obligation  towards  the  offspring  of  “  helps  ”  and  “  hands  ”  appears  to  be 
somewhat  more  generally  acknowledged  than  among  the  employers  of 
Ancoats.  Mr.  Houldsworth,  M.P.,  is  the  only  one  with  whose  support  j 
the  Committee  have  so  far  been  favoured. 

In  their  last  Report  the  Committee  stated  that  to  enable  them  to 
continue  their  work  the  Subscription  List  would  have  to  be  doubled. 
Nothing  of  the  kind  having  been  achieved,  the  end  would  have  come  by 
this  time  had  it  not  been  for  the  most  welcome  help  the  Committee  were  for¬ 
tunate  enough  to  receive  early  in  the  year,  through  the  kindness  of  Miss 
A.  Melland,  and  recently  of  the  Kendal  Dramatic  Club.  Mr.  John  It 
Harwood’s  recital  of  “A  Christmas  Carol,”  at  the  Withington  Town  Hall,  , 
and  the  performance  of  the  Kendal  Club  at  the  Hulme  Town  Hall,  together 
brought  an  addition  to  the  funds  of  <£42.  4s.  The  Committee  are  far  from  c 
putting  forward  any  extravagant  claim,  they  ask  for  no  endowment,  they 
are  quite  content  to  live  as  it  were  from  hand  to  mouth,  i. e. ,  to  have  to  : 

ifl 

depend  for  further  existence  on  the  income  from  Annual  Subscriptions,  k 
but  it  is  impossible  for  them  to  rely  on  so  entirely  precarious  a  resource  l|| 
as  the  entertainments  just  thankfully  acknowledged. 

At  the  Ordsal  Hall  Day  Nursery  the  attendances,  which,  according  ^ 
to  the  last  Annual  Report,  had,  in  1885,  decreased  by  nearly  500,  ( 
continued  to  decline  in  the  course  of  last  year,  so  as  to  show,  for  the  last  r* 
seven  months,  an  average  of  barely  4  children  per  day.  By  that  confirmed 
downward  progress  the  Committee  were  induced  to  close  the  Nursery  at 
the  end  of  September  last,  as  has  been  stated  in  the  Health  Journal ,  to 
the  Editor  of  which  the  Committee  are  much  beholden  for  the  regular  r 
insertion  of  their  reports  and  notices.  Their  thanks  are  due  also  to  1 
Messrs.  G.  Mountain  and  Co.,  C.A.,  for  auditing  the  accounts. 
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NUMERICAL  RECORD. 


At  the  Ancoats  Day  Nursery  (87,  Butler  Street,  Oldham  Road)  120 
children  of  105  families,  and  of  whom  23  were  new  comers,  have  been 
admitted  during  the  306  days  of  the  year  on  which  children  were 
brought.  The  aggregate  attendances  of  those  120  children  were  2,887, 
or  a  daily  average  of  9-5  (against  1,947  by  66  children,  and  a  daily 
average  of  6  '5,  in  1885). 

The  register  of  attendances  exhibited  at  the  Nursery  is  kept  in  the 
form  of  sheets  covering  four  weeks  of  six  days  each.  The  subjoined  table 
(I.)  shows,  for  each  of  the  thirteen  lunar  months  of  the  year,  the  number 
of  children  admitted,  the  total  attendances  made  by  that  number, 
the  range,  and  the  daily  average  of  attendances,  the  receipts  in  fees’ 
and  the  household  expenditure.

REPORT. 


The  year  which  has  just  closed  has  been  actively  employed  by  the 
Committee  in  prosecuting  various  enterprises  which  promised  to  be 
successful  in  promoting  their  main  object,  viz  :  To  find  out  the  best 
methods  of  providing  wholesome  physical  recreation  for  youths  of  the 
working  class,  and  to  form  a  strong  public  opinion  as  to  the  necessity  of 
making  such  provisions. 

The  Every  Street  Gymnasium  has  continued  its  operations  throughout 
the  year.  There  is  an  attached  body  of  members  who  make  constant 
progress  in  the  exercises,  and  have  in  some  cases  become  skilful  athletes. 
The  numbers  joining  are  not  so  great  as  they  were  during  the  first  two 
years.  On  January  2nd  there  were  174  members.  At  the  close  of  the 
year  the  number  was  120. 

Only  one  accident  of  a  trifling  character  occurred  throughout  the  year. 
Three  members  of  the  Gymnasium  give  voluntary  instruction  in 
gymnastics  at  Boys’  Clubs  in  other  neighbourhoods.  The  Fives 
Court  is  very  popular.

There  have  been  two  assaults-at-arms  held — -one  on  the  14th  of  Apri], 
under  the  presidency  of  Alderman  Hopkinson,  and  the  other  on  October

6th,  when  Mr.  Oliver  Heywood  presided.  The  Gymnasium  was  on  both 
occasions  crowded  with  spectators,  who  took  a  keen  interest  in  the 
proceedings.  The  gallery  of  the  Gymnasium  is  open  to  the  public  with¬ 
out  charge,  and  is  always  very  well  filled.  Prizes  for  proficiency  in 
gymnastics,  and  also  in  the  game  of  hand  fives,  are  now  regularly  given. 
Another  object  for  competition  has  been  offered  to  the  members  through 
the  agency  of  the  recently-established  National  Physical  Recreation 
Society ,  which  has  its  head-quarters  in  Liverpool.  This  Society,  in  which 
Mr.  Alexander,  of  the  Liverpool  Gymnasium,  is  actively  assisted  by  Mr. 
Herbert  Gladstone,  Lord  Charles  Beresford,  Lord  Harris,  and  others, 
has  established  a  competition  for  challenge  shields  for  the  benefit  of 
Gymnasiums  which  become  affiliated  to  it.  The  Every  Street 
Gymnasium  has  been  so  affiliated,  and  a  team  of  10  members  is  now  pre¬ 
paring  for  the  first  contest,  which  will  take  place  in  the  course  of  the 
next  spring. 

As  it  is  necessary  that  this  report  should  be  as  brief  as  possible, 
seeing  that  it  has  to  be  read  and  published  in  connection  with  a  number 
of  other  Reports  of  Societies  allied  to  the  Manchester  and  Salford 
Sanitary  Association,  it  will  be  best,  in  describing  the  other  important 
objects  which  have  principally  engrossed  the  attention  of  the  Committee 
during  the  year,  to  quote  from  a  recently-issued  circular  appealing  for 
subscriptions  in  which  they  are  summarised.  It  is  there  said— 

“  The  Committee  have  to  appeal  to  those  who  take  an  interest  in  the 
moral  and  physical  well-being  of  their  poorer  fellow-citizens  for  help  in 
certain  enterprises  which  all  will  admit  to  be  good  and  useful,  but 
which  are  also  necessarily  costly.  These  enterprises  are  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  Committee  have  to  level,  drain,  plant,  fence,  and  otherwise 

lay  out  a  Cricket  Field  of  4J  acres  in  Rusholme,  adjoining  the 
land  bought  by  the  Parks  Committee  of  Manchester  as  a  Public 
Park.  This  land  has  been  presented  to  them  by  a  member  of 
the  Committee.  The  cost  of  laying  it  out  will  about  absorb 
the  funds  at  present  in  hand. 

2.  They  have  undertaken  to  completely  furnish  and  manage  for  the 

period  of  two  years  the  Playground  in  Mount  Street,  off  Fairfield 
Street,  hitherto  merely  a  bare  gravelled  space.  This  will  cost 
not  less  than  <£900. 

3.  They  wish  to  make  grants  of  gymnastic  apparatus  to  several 

Boys’  Clubs  started  in  various  poor  districts.  The  cost  in  each 
case  is  about  £25. 

4.  They  have  been  asked  to  lay  out,  ornamentally,  with  shrubs, 

flowers,  grass,  and  garden  seats,  the  space  in  front  of  Ancoats 
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Hall,  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Art  Museum  Committee.  This 
will  cost  at  least  <£200. 

5.  They  have  to  find  £200  annually  to  maintain  their  Gymnasium  in 
Every  Street.  Towards  this  they  have  only  regular  subscriptions, 
amounting  to  a  little  over  £100. 

Altogether  they  are  in  immediate  want  of  at  least  £1,500  to  enable 
them  to  carry  out  the  work  they  have  in  view. 

In  the  case  of  the  Mount  Street  Playground  they  are  actually  pledged 
to  go  on  with  the  scheme  explained  above. 

The  Committee  wish  to  point  out  that  they  are  now  providing 
examples  of  all  the  types  of  places  of  recreative  exercise  needed  by  the 
inhabitants  of  crowded  towns.  The  success  of  their  experiments  may  be 
expected  to  influence  strongly  the  action  of  Town  Councils  in  making 
due  provision  for  healthy  recreation. 

Before  concluding  the  Committee  have  to  mention  that  they  devoted 
a  considerable  amount  of  attention,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  to 
obtaining  a  number  of  signatures  of  persons  of  high  reputation  to  a 
circular  setting  forth  the  advantages  of  the  appointment  of  a  Royal 
Commission  to  inquire  into  the  whole  subject  of  Physical  Training,  with 
the  view  of  granting  to  School  Boards  and  other  Local  Authorities  full 
power  to  make  such  provision  as  may  be  proved  to  be  necessary.  In 
this  work  they  had  the  assistance  of  Lord  Brabazon,  and  the  support  of 
many  influential  names.  But  it  was  found  impossible  to  make  any 
progress  in  Parliament,  or  outside  of  it,  at  a  time  when  the  Irish 
Question  was  completely  absorbing  public  attention  ;  and  so  the  Com¬ 
mittee  accepted  a  suggestion  made  by  the  Bishop  of  London,  and  applied 
to  the  Royal  Commission  on  Education,  still  sitting,  to  receive  evidence 
on  the  subject.  Messrs.  Horsfall  and  H.  Philips  saw  Lord  Cross,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Commission,  to  make  this  application,  and  a  memorial 
was  by  his  advice  drawn  up  and  forwarded  to  him.  At  the  suggestion 
of  the  Committee  a  question  was  subsequently  addressed  in  the  House 
of  Commons  to  Lord  Cross,  which  elicited  the  fact  that  the  Royal 
Commission  will  receive  evidence  with  regard  to  physical  training,  and 
in  the  last  few  weeks  such  evidence  has  been  given  to  the  Commission 
by  witnesses  acting  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee. 

Altogether  the  Committee  may  claim  to  have  been  continuously  and 
very  actively  employed  during  the  past  twelve  months.  They  look 
forward  with  interest  to  the  results  which  the  Mount  Street  Playground 
and  Rusholme  Cricket  Field  may  show  during  the  ensuing  year,  and 
they  feel  that  they  may  confidently  appeal  to  the  public  of  Manchester 
for  a  continuance  of  the  support  which  has  not  hitherto  failed  them.

The  Central  Committee  again  desire  to  express  their  great 
indebtedness  to  the  members  of  the  country  committees  (see  Appendix) 
for  their  continued  devotion  to  their  pale-faced  town  visitors.  The 
selection  of  cottages,  the  transfer  of  the  children  to  and  fro,  and 
the  general  management  of  the  fund,  have  been  quite  satisfactory. 

The  Committee  deplore  the  death  of  Miss  Stoehr,  of  Alderley  Edge, 
who  was  one  of  the  originators  of  this  scheme,  and  always  one  of  their 
best  workers. 

The  complaints  have  been  very  few  and  of  no  great  moment. 

During  the  year  31  children  were  sent  to  the  Girls’  Home  at  Sale, 
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and  the  Committee  are  well  satisfied  with  the  care  and  attention  received 
there. 

It  is  a  source  of  genuine  satisfaction  to  the  Committee  to  be 
assured  from  many  different  sources  of  the  great  benefits  derived  by 
the  children  sent  out  from  the  change  of  air.  The  following  letters  from 
parents  are  but  a  few  specimens  of  a  voluminous  correspondence  : — 

Mrs.  H.  sends  one  shilling  and  sixpence  and  grateful  thanks.  Her 
little  boy  has  been  well  cared  for  and  is  much  better  for  the  change,  and 
Mrs.  P.  sends  one  shilling  and  says  the  same  about  her  little  boy. 

Mrs.  G.  writes:  aWe  ask  you  to  kindly  accept  our  best  and  hearty 
thanks  for  giving  our  dear  children  the  refreshing  treat  at  Knutsford. 

I  feel  constrained  to  again  thank  you  very  much,  for  seeing  their  pleasure 
and  happiness  helped  to  make  a  weary  and  sickly  mother  feel  so 

much  better,  too ;  and  I  feel  thankful  to  Mrs.  J - ,  too,  for  she  was 

very  kind  and  good  to  them.” 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  write,  “  My  little  girl  has  come  home  and  is  much 
better.  Will  you  kindly  give  our  best  thanks  to  the  Committee,  and 
Mr.  Crossley  and  yourself,  for  your  kindness  in  sending  her.  I  would 
have  come  myself  but  I  have  been  ill  and  could  not.” 

A.  B.,  of  Ancoats,  writes,  “I  arrived  home  on  Tuesday  last,  at  five 
o’clock,  from  Alderley  Edge,  and  I  enjoyed  myself  very  well.  My 
parents  were  well  pleased  with  the  kind  treatment  and  homely  comforts 
which  I  received  from  all.  The  lady  gave  me  plenty  of  everything,  and 
I  thank  you  for  sending  me  away.” 

R.  S.  writes,  “  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  getting  me  out  to  the  country 
last  month.  I  spent  a  very  happy  time  at  Higher  Disley,  and  felt  better  ( 
for  the  change  of  air.  The  lady  of  the  house  where  I  stayed  was  kind  1 
to  me,  and  I  feel  very  grateful  for  her  kindness.” 

The  following  reference  to  our  work  appears  in  the  Report  of  the 
Ladies’  Branch  of  the  Sanitary  Association — 

“  Through  another  useful  Branch  of  our  Society  we  have  been  able  to 
send  away  nearly  347  children  for  a  three  weeks’  holiday  to  the  country, 
the  parents  contributing  <£50  3s.  5d.  towards  expenses.  One  little 
cripple  boy,  who  had  to  sit  down  in  the  street  on  his  short  journey  to 
the  Central  Railway  Station,  writes  a  long  and  interesting  letter  to  his 
mother,  in  which  he  says,  ‘  I  am  a  great  deal  better.  I  can  walk  four 
times  as  far  as  I  could  before.  To-morrow  I  am  going  to  church. 
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Dear  mother,  I  like  this  place  very  well.  There  is  plenty  of  fields. 
There  is  all  kinds  of  birds.  I  have  found  a  robin’s  nest,  and  it  has  four 
young  ones.  It  is  not  in  a  tree.  It  is  in  a  hole  in  the  hedge.  I  have 
plenty  of  friends.  Sometimes  I  go  tenting  with  the  cows,  that  is  taking 
them  a  walk  in  the  lane.  Mrs.  G.  is  kind.  She  gives  me  anything  I 
ask  for.’  ” 

The  bulk  of  the  work  done  in  Manchester  devolved  upon  the  Treasurer 
(Mr.  S.  L.  Helm)  and  Mr.  Cogswell;  and  the  Committee  feel  that  they 
owe  to  these  gentlemen  special  thanks  for  their  constant  devotion  to  the 
children’s  welfare. 

As  the  Committee  hope  to  send  at  least  one  thousand  children  into 
the  country  during  the  coming  summer  they  most  earnestly  appeal  for 
more  general  and  liberal  help  from  all  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
unfortunate  children  in  our  crowded  courts  and  alleys. 

Persons  interested  in  the  work  who  know  of  children  of  poor  parents 
requiring  country  air  may  obtain  application  forms  from  Mr.  S.  L. 
Helm,  8,  New  Market  Lane,  to  whom  all  subscriptions  may  be  paid. 
The  Committee  wish  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  for  One  Pound  a 
child  can  be  maintained  in  the  country  for  three  iveeks. 

The  Committee  beg  to  thank  the  medical  men  who  have  kindly 
examined  and  given  certificates  to  the  applicants  in  various  parts  of  the 
town. 

The  Committee  are  indebted  to 'Mr.  Fred  Scott  for  frequent  notices  in 
the  Health  Journal ,  and  for  auditing  the  accounts.  Their  thanks  are 
also  due  to  the  Manchester  Press  generally,  for  prompt  insertion  of 
notices  and  for  other  assistance,  and  to  the  Railway  Companies  who 
readily  allowed  the  children  to  travel  at  greatly  reduced  rates.

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APPENDIX. 

EULES. 


1.  The  name  of  the  enterprise  shall  be  “The  Children’s  Holiday 
Fund.” 

2.  All  subscribers  to  the  Fund  shall  be  summoned  to  an  annual 
meeting,  when  the  Yearly  Report  and  Balance  Sheet  shall  be  presented, 
the  General  Committee  appointed,  and  other  business  transacted. 

3.  The  functions  of  the  General  Committee  shall  be  to  collect  funds, 
get  information  as  to  suitable  country  homes,  promote  the  formation  of 
Country  Committees,  make  arrangements  for  reduced  railway  fares, 
and  generally  to  carry  out  the  work. 

4.  The  children  to  be  assisted  shall  be — 

(a)  Resident  in  Manchester  or  Salford. 

( b )  Children  from  5  to  13  years  of  age  are  the  most  suitable. 

(c)  Preference  shall  be  given  to  children  of  feeble  health  requiring 

change  of  air,  but  none  shall  be  sent  who  require  medical  or 
surgical  treatment.  In  every  case  inquiry  must  be  made  as 
to  the  child’s  state  of  health,  and  a  certificate  of  fitness  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Fund  and  of  freedom  from  any  infectious 
disease  must  be  obtained  from  a  medical  man  in  the  form 
provided  by  the  Committee. 

(d)  Parents  will  be  expected  as  far  as  possible  to  contribute  towards 

the  expenses,  but  no  child  will  be  rejected  on  account  of  poverty. 

5.  The  General  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month  during 
the  summer,  and  oftener  if  required. 

6.  A  Sub-committee  shall  be  appointed,  to  consist  of  the  Chairman, 
Treasurer,  Honorary  Secretaries,  and  three  or  more  other  members  to 
be  elected  at  the  monthly  meeting,  and  this  Sub-committee  shall  meet 
once  or  twice  a  week,  to  consider  applications. 

7.  Applications  on  behalf  of  children  shall  be  made  by  printed  forms 
to  be  obtained  from  the  Treasurer,  and  having  been  duly  filled  and 
signed  they  shall  be  returned  to  him. 

8.  Care  shall  be  taken  that  the  children  go  away  clean  in  both  their 
persons  and  clothing.  In  each  case  the  recommender  is  desired  to  see 
to  this. 
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9.  A  change  of  underclothing  must  be  sent  as  good  as  circumstances 
will  permit,  and  sound  boots  are  indispensable.  Bundles  or  parcels,  not 
boxes ,  are  to  be  used  for  the  children’s  luggage. 

10.  In  the  working  of  Country  Committees  the  following  directions 
shall  be  observed  : — 

(a)  Some  member  of  the  Committee  must  have  personal  knowledge 

of  the  cottagers  and  their  homes  in  order  to  insure  their 
being  suitable  persons  to  have  the  care  of  children. 

(b)  The  weekly  payment,  as  fixed  by  the  General  Committee,  shall 

be  understood  to  cover  all  charges  for  board  and  lodging. 

(c)  On  a  party  of  children  arriving,  the  sender  should  be  at  once 

informed  of  their  safe  arrival  by  telegram  or  letter,  and  each 
child  should  be  encouraged  to  write  to  its  parents  or  friends 
by  the  next  post. 

(d)  The  General  Committee  wish  it  to  be  understood  that  the 

children  sent  away  by  them  for  their  holiday  must  not  be 
visited  by  their  friends,  without  having  previously  obtained 
permission  from  the  office.  The  violation  of  this  rule  will 
involve  the  forfeiture  of  the  holiday. 

(e)  The  children  being,  for  the  most  part,  in  feeble  health,  care 

should  be  taken  that  they  have  some  food  shortly  after  reach¬ 
ing  the  country  station. 

(/)  Should  a  child  arrive  unclean  in  person,  complaint  should  be 
at  once  made  to  the  office.  If  necessary,  the  child  should  be 
returned  home. 

(y)  Should  a  child  be  attacked  by  an  infectious  disease,  the  Health 
Officer,  or  Believing  Officer  of  the  district,  should  be  imme¬ 
diately  informed  of  it,  so  that  the  child  may  be  removed  at 
once  to  a  suitable  hospital  without  the  delay  of  corresponding 
with  the  General  Committee,  who  should,  however,  as  soon  as 
possible,  have  information  of  the  fact. 

(h)  The  Country  Committees  shall  communicate  with  and  be 

responsible  to  the  General  Committee,  and  not  to  the  parents 
of  the  children. 

( i )  All  accounts  and  financial  statements  shall  be  sent  to  the 

Treasurer. 

(j )  The  children  should  return  in  parties  exactly  three  weeks  after 
their  arrival,  their  friends  having  been  previously  requested  by 
the  Country  Committee  to  see  to  their  being  met  at  the  station.
